Modern education is different. The scholar 
is still taught what he needs to know but also, 
in increasing measure, how he should think 
and how he should five.

clear drains. Retrieved out of 
the drains were a bicycle 
frame, large rubbish bin li.

GI. pipe, several sizean. 
boulders, many childrens’ toys 
and sundries. 

“It would appear that the 
cesign of the system is ir. 
keeping with good standarc 
practice,” said Mr, McCor- 
mack, “but we must try anc 
get people to refrain from 
using the storm-water under- 
ground as a tip.”

drive? “Appears to have been

ROARING DAYS OF GOLDMINING 
And it is appropriate that the Bank of New South 
Wales, which was so closely associated with the 
roaring days of goldmining, should enter into the 
spirit of the game ‘by consigning a contribution to the 
Royal Flying Doctor Service in a facsimile of one of the 
old bullion boxes that were used to bring goid from 
the diggings in the times when “Cobb & Co was 


King.” 

The box is a replica of a 
bullion box in the possession 
of Sydney’s Mining Museum, 
and has been plastered with 
a copy of a Cobb & Co. way- 
bill. 

HISTORY OF COBB & CO. 

The first run of a Cobb. & 
Co. coach was on January 
30, 1854, from the Criterion 
Hotel in Collins Street, Mel- 
bourne, to the Forrest Creek 
diggings, now’ Castlemaine. 

The year ‘before, thé four 
principals of the new venture 
had arrived in Melbourne as 
representatives of the Ameri- 
can firms Wells Fargo and 
Co. and the Adams Express 
Co. They were Freeman Cobb 
of Brewster, Massachusetts, 
John Murray Peck of Leba- 
non, New Hampshire, James 
Swanton of Omar, New York 
State, and John B. Lamber 
of Leveanworth, Kansas. 

It quickly became obvious 
to the four Americans that 
more money was to be made 
from the carriage of passen- 
gers to and from the booming 
goldfields of Victoria than in 
the haulage of goods from 
the docks into the City of 
Melbourne, for which pur- 
poses they had been sent to 
Australia. 

Their American principals, 
however, saw no future in the 
proposal, and so Cobb & Co. 
was formed and the four .ex- 
patriates set about raising 
local capital to import coaches 
manufactured by Abbott and 
Downing of Concord, New 
Hampshire. 

COACHES SOON WELIL- 


KNOWN ‘ 

That Cobb and his partners 
had accurately assessed the 
potential of passenger trans- 
port was soon hown. Within 
two year their coaches were 
a well-known signt on the 
roads linking Melbourne to 
the goldfields, and an ever- 
increasing number of experi- 
enced American coach drivers 
wereatriving to “give the 
game a go.” 

Some worked for the firm, 
others operated independently 
but by agreement ran under 
the name of Cobb & Co. 

The firm changed hands 
several times in the early 
period. Three of the original 
four partners returned te 
America, Cobb to become a 
Senator for Massachusetts, 
and in 1860 a syndicate headec 
by James Rutherford, from 
Erie, New York, took over 
the coaching reins and direc 
ted the expansion that was tc 
take Cobb & Co. coaches in- 
to three States. 

THE MOVE TO BATHURST 

By the early 60’s the cor 
struction of railways in Vic 
toria was taking business awa: 
from the coaches, and th. 








Company shifted its headquar- 
ters to Bathurst in western 
New South Wales, which was 
to remain the centre of Cobb 
& Co. activities for half a 
century. There they. began 
building their own vehicles, 
and from there the coaching 
routes spider-webbed out 
across the States of New South 
Wales, Queensland and Vic- 
torla. Some idea of the ex- 
tent of their operations in 
the 70's can be gathered from 
statistics. By then they wer: 
harnessing 6000 horses a day 
and covering 28,000 miles a 
week with mail contracts 
worth £98,000 a year. 

Cobb & Co. traditionally 
served areas the railways did 
not reach. The discovery of 
gold in out of the way places 
meant the pioneering of new 
coaching routes, particularly 
in Queensland, where, by the 
end of the 80's, the Company 
routes totalled 4000 miles. 

Ccbb & Co. reached the 
zenith of its operations soon 
afterwards, but the speed up 
of railway construction and, 
later, the advent of the motor 
vehicle spelt doom for the 
lumbering coaches with their 
foam-fiecked horse teams. 

The last coach ran between 
Yuleba and Surat in Queens- 
land in 1924, after which the 
coaching days became. one 
with history. No more, as 
Lawson had it, would a 
thousand camps “see tonight, 
the lights of Cobb & Co.” 

The name, however, has re- 
mained in business ever since, 
and today Cobb & Co., under 
the direction of Mr. W. R. F. 
Bolton, runs heavy transports 
along modern highways that 
would have made the old Cobb 
drivers red with envy. 

THE GOLD RUSH DAYS 

The participation of the 
Bank of New South Wales in 
the. 1963 coach run-recalls the 
pionéering that, was done by 
bankers as well as coach 
drivers in the years of last 
century when the gold strikes 
at Ballarat, Bendigo, Bathurst, 
Lambing Flat and other bon- 
anzas focussed the attention 
of the world on Australia. 

The “Wales” had its men 
on the spot wherever a rush 
developed. Ofter the Bank was 
a tent, often a rough humpy 
of saplings and rough-hewn 
slabs, The staff, usually a 
manager and his assistant, 
lived a primitive existence 
and, when their gold pur- 
chases had been heavy, doublt- 
less felt relieved when the 
Cobb & Co. coach and its 
mounted escort of troopers 
arrived to collect the bullion.

The bushranging days were 
at their height, and the Ben 
Hall gang, the Clarkes and 
others added a spice to the 
lives of bankers and Cobb & 
Co. drivers alike. 

The most famous coach: 
robbery took place at the 
Eugowra Rocks near Forbes 
in 1862 when the coach apr 
its-armed escort were ai 
bushed by Frank Gardiner 
and his band of desp-radoes. 

The sinister cry of “Bail 
up” was all too familiar; a 
tree across the road, a fusilade 
of shots to deter o;/position, 
a hurried search of the coach, 
and the precious gold dust on 
its way to Sydney would be 
secreted in a bush hide-out 
away in the unsxplored heights 
of the ranges. 

“A rattle of shots and the 
prize is won, 

The trooper lies in the road: 

The guards are held by the 
grinning Dunn, 

While Gilbert and Hali unload. 

Mailbags are ripped for notes 
and gold, 

And they curse at the useless 
hills, 

Then leap to the saddle, trio

A_LINK WITH HISTORY 

The present Cobb & Co. has 
organised this historic re-en- 
actment of perhaps the most 
colourful period of our his- 
tory to benefit the Royal Fly- 
ing Doctor Service. 

As the coach enters towns 
on its long journey from Cape 
York to Melbourne, many a 
heart will b2 stirred with 
recollections of the days when 
men were closer to nature, 
living in lonely camps and 
outposts, and depending on 
horses for transport. 

Perhaps, in an age of jet 
engines and concrete, of or- 
ganisation and air-condition- 
ing, there will be many who 
will think wistfully of an era 
when time and speed were not 
of such paramount import- 
ance, and the world could be 
surveyed in a leisurely fashion 
from the box of a coach—of 
the good old days when Cobb 
& Co. was King.

MOUTH TO MOUTH 


RESUSCITATION 
As a follow-up to last 


weeks article we are giving 
eight steps showing the cor- 
rect procedure of mouth to 
mouth resuscitation. 


1. Quickly place the patient 
on his/her back. If the 
ground slopes, place the head 
higher than the feet. It is 
en advantage to elevate the 
shoulders by using any avail- 
able material such as sand 
or clothing. While artificial 
respiration is being applied 
someone should be sent for 
the docior. 

2. Kneel or lie beside the 
patient's head. 

3. Press down on the 
patient’s forehead with one 
hand and raise the neck so as 
to tilt the head backwards as 
far as possible. 

4. Lift the hand from the 
forehead and Seat. the patient's 
nose by squeezing the nostrils 
hetween the fingers. Press 
the wrist against the forehead 
to maintain the backward tilt 
of the head. 

5, Breathe in, Open the 
mouth wide and place the lips 
tightly over the patient's 
mouth. For children, close 
both he nose and the mouth. 

.6 In the case of an adult, 
breathe with a firm pressure 
into the patient's mouth and 
watch the chest rise. For 
children the breath should be 
jess forceful. 

7. Lift and turn the head 
away from the patient's mouth 
and listen for the sound of 
exhalation. 

8. Breathe in and repeat 
the movements, continuing at 
a rate of 10-15 times a minute 
for children. 

At the beginning of artificial 
respiration it gives the patient 
more than a normal amount 
of air. This is achieved by 
increasing the rate for the 
first 10 breaths.
